Haiku  is  not  always  intended  as  a complete  or  even  clear  state- 
ment^ but  rather  a suggestion  upon  which  the  reader  should  enlarge 
within  the  frame  ^ of  his  own  experience  and  thus  become  the  "co-creator” 
pleasure  in  the  poem.  This  is  usually  not  difficult  since  most 
of  the  subjects  treated  are  still  universal.  We  hope  that  you  will 
take  the  time  to  educe  some  of  the  tremendous  store  of  pleasure  that 
abides  with  this  delightful  form  of  poetry.  The  Moravian  Book  Shop 
sells  a small  book  of  Japanese  Haiku  by  that  name,  published  by  the
